Title IX hasn't caught the Lincoln Public Schools flat- 


footed. 


Administrators appear prepared to take the ball and run 


with it—albeit not as quickly or earnestly as some would wish. 


Title IX of the Education Amendments of 1972 bars sex 


discrimination against students and employes in federally 
funded education programs, including the Lincoln schools, 
recipients of $3.5 million in federal monies for the 1974-75 
school year. 


Although Title IX requires equality for both sexes in 


counseling, curriculum and employment, it is the area of 
athletics and physical education that has attracted the bulk of 
the controversy. 


The regulations require that no person, on the basis of sex, 


be excluded from participation in, be denied the benefits of, or 
be treated any differently from another in athletic endeavors 
offered by the schools. 


Because the regulations were three years in the writing, 


schools should not have been caught by surprise. 


Lincoln certainly wasn't, says Gayle Hurlbert who has 


been assigned to oversee the system's compliance with the 
letter of the law. The city is "very definitely" ahead of most 
school systems in the state and nation, she feels, particularly 
"in terms of commitment and good faith." 


All public school students have received a pamphlet infor- 


ming them of their rights under Title LX; a grievance com- 
mittee has been established to field complaints. 


Effective July 21, Title LX requires total complaince in 


three years, but elementary schools have only a year to get the 
job done. 


Noncompliance Areas 


During the first year, schools are required to conduct a 


self-evaluation to identify noncompliance areas. That assess- 
ment is already underway here; a special task force expects to 
finish its work by spring. 


While the task force subcommittee for physical education 


has met several times, the subcommittee for athletics has not 
yet gotten together. The meetings are open to the public. 


Administrators seem to feel that Lincoln's schools are' 


well on their way to compliance. 


"I don't foresee any major problems as long as the focus 


of attention is on equal opportunities," says Dean Austin, 
physical education consultant. 


Virgil Horne, athletic consultant, says, "Right now, we 


don't have a lot to do in athletics. To the best of my - 
knowledge, we're offering just about everything that needs to 
be offered . . . except there's been some inquiry into boys 
having volleyball." 


Interscholastic athletics for girls includes volleyball, 


basketball, shimming, gymnastics, tennis, track, golf; boys 
have those, (excpeting volleyball), plus football, baseball, cross 
country, wrestling. 


But Hurlbert, Austin and Horne, as" well as schools Supt. 


John Prasch admit that facilities is perhaps the stickler for the 
schools. 


Newer facilities tend to equalize space, says Prasch, but 


rectifying inequities in older buildings is not always possible 
and certainly expensive. 


No estimates of potential costs have been made, said 


Prasch. because facility changes will be tailored to new 
program needs to be set forth by the task force. 


In new construction, the public schools have been careful 


to be equal in facilities, Prasch said. He cited the major addi- 
tion to Northeast High and plans for Irving Junior High as well 
as construction-at Goodrich Junior High and Lincoln High as 
efforts to balance space allocations. 


In other schools, girls still must traipse through the boys' 


locker room to use the whirlpool; East High's girls' locker 
room has been criticized as a "crackerbox." Size disparities 
still exist between gyms. The team drawing the bigger crowd 
gets the larger facility — and practices there too. 


If Facilities Fit 


Prasch's concern, however is that compliance comes first 


through equal program offerings. "If facilities fit the 
programs, we will be in compliance," he reasoned. 


Jan Kohl, National Organization for Women represen- 


tative on the physical education subcommittee, recognizes that 
all facilities will not be equalized in the next three years. But 
she thinks "they should somehow go in there and do them all." 


Although she has no answers for providing construction 


money, she feels, "when they can squeam (default) on 
facilities they can squeam on anything else. 


The administration's approach to change, Ms. Kohl fears, 


is based on "looking at past achievement and ability levels and 
not taking into consideration girls never before had the en- 
couragement or facilities to develop to the fullest" 


Not all female physical education teachers in the Lincoln 


schools are welcoming Title IX with open arms. 


LaVonne Uffelman, PE teacher at Pound Junior High, 


questions how compliance can be accomplished with existing 
staff. And she's concerned that once classes go coed, which 
they must, PE might turn into a social activity — "fan and 
games for the boys and girls/' 


Junior high physical education classes are now separated 


by sex. Culler Junior High, however, provides a successful 
coed recreational hour twice a week for ninth graders. 


Elective Sports 


At the high school level, Mrs. Vietta Short, PE instructor 
i 


at Northeast noted that coed sports are offered on an elective i 
basis, but are chosen by the minority. She fears for the demise j 
of elective sports when an classes go coed. Girls would rather ] 
compete against girls, she says. 
] 


Some fear that under the guise of Title IX, boys will take 


over girls' sports. Title K, however, provides tor separate 
teams when they are based upon competitive skffl or if the ac- 
tivity is considered a contact sport — wrestling, football, 
basketball Others have the opinion that this won't happen, for 
boys have access to other forms of athletics-ihat it is the 
females who have traditionally been denied opportunity in 
athletics.

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Schlesinger, Colby Are Out 
\J 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford has 


fired CIA Director William E. Colby and 
Defense Secretary James R. Schlesinger and 
has asked Henry A. Kissinger to step down as 
head of the National Security Council, top 
Pentagon officials said Sunday night. 


Ford and While House officials declined to 


confirm or deny that the changes were being 
made. 


Congressional Democrats attributed the 


changes to long-standing friction between 
Kissinger and Schlesinger and indicated they 
felt Kissinger emerged the winner in a power 
struggle. 


Colby has been criticized for his stewardship 


at the CIA, although many of the misdeeds the 
agency has been accused of occurred before he 
became head of the agency. 
' Unconfirmed reports said Colby is being 
replaced by George Bush, now U.S. represen- 
tative to China, and that Schlesinger is being 
succeeded by Donald Rumsfeld, White House 
staff chief. 


Kissinger, criticized in Congress and 


elsewhere for holding dual posts as secretary 
of state and head of the security council, is to 
remain head of the State Department. 


... Kissinger Replaced On NSC 
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However, sources said he will be replaced at 
the National Security Council by his national 
security deputy, Air Force Lt. Gen. Brent 
Scowcroft, the current national security depu- 
ty and a Kissinger protege. 


Kissinger and Schlesinger have been 


reported at odds over the areas of detente with 
the Soviet Union and U.S.-Soviet Strategic 
Arms Limitation talks. 


Some State Department officials have 


privately accused Schlesinger of impeding a 
new arms limitation agreement. The defense 
secretary was known to have said there was no 
need to hurry into a new agreement with the 
Russians. 


Schlesinger also has drawn criticism from 


Congress by bluntly attacking House cuts in 
the defense budgets. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., said the 


dispute between Kissinger and Schlesinger 
was the reason for Schlesinger's removal. 


"His (Schlesinger) abrupt removal indicates 


that the administration cannot tolerate 
differing views and honest advice on the most 
serious issues of national security," said 
Jackson, a candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 


"After this, President Ford will find it 


almost impossible to get the candid 
judgements that a president must have." 


Chairman John L. McClellan, D-Ark., of the 


Senate Appropriations Committee, also 
blamed Schlesinger's firing on friction with 
Kissinger and said, "I think they're giving 
Kissinger too much power down at the White 
House." 


Schlesinger and Colby reportedly turned 


down offers to take other government jobs. 


The shakeup apparently caught Schlesinger 


and Colby by surprise. There was no mention 
of his imminent dismissal Saturday when 
Schlesinger met 90 minutes with Ford for 
policy discussions, sources said. 


Schlesinger assured aides who heard rumors 


of the dismissal that it was not true, the 
sources said. Even when Scjilesinger was 
called to meet the President at 8:30 a.m. Sun- 
day, he was not concerned and thought it was 
a continuation of the Saturday meeting, accor- 
ding to sources. 


Schlesinger, himself, would not comment. 


At his home, a young woman said he was not 
available. She also said, "The announcement 


won't come from the Defense Department." 


Colby also declined comment. "I think I 


better stay out of this one," he said. 


In Jacksonville, Fla., where he held 


meetings with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat, Ford dodged questions on the changes. 
"I love you all," was all he would say to 
questioning newsmen. 


White House Press Secretary Ron Nessen 


also refused to comment, saying only, "I don't 
have anything at all" He declined to meet with 
newsmen aboard Air Force One as the Presi- 
dent flew back from Florida on Sunday night. 


Before boarding the jet, Nessen also 


declined to comment on when the White 
House might have something to say. 


Kissinger, who traveled with Ford for the 


Sadat meetings, only smiled when asked if he 
was leaving the NSC job. 


Scowcroft, asked if he was replacing 


Kissinger at the NSC, declined comment and 
suggested that the question be directed to 
Nessen.

Acting County Coroner James Keenan said Ab- 


boud was Mlled by three shots from a .22 caliber 
weapon. An autopsy has been ordered. 


The family filed a missing parson report for Ab- 


boud on Friday after he disappeared Wednesday 
evening. 


He was scheduled to show some land to a client 


Wednesday afternoon, according to Jim Abboud, a 
nephew. 


The body was found by two youngsters who were 


rounding up cattle. They are Robert Heger. 17, and 
his brother David, 6. They said they called the 
sheriffs office after discovering the body Sunday 
mominr. 


Abboud apparently was shot in the back of the 


head, the neck and in the back. The time of death 
was not established. 


Friends said Abboud was not in financial or 


any other trouble since his release from the 
Nebraska Penal Complex He had been indicted 
and convicted of aiding and abetting the soliciting 
of a bribe in the John Colernan rezoning case. 


Abboud was pardoned in 1969 after serving one 


year in jail and six months on parole.

Lincoln won't have that problem, 


Mallon noted, since voters recently 
removed interest rate ceilings on 
bonds. 


Lincoln has out §30.7 million in elec- 


tric revenue bond anticipation notes. 


Should the bond market dry up 


following a default by New York City, 
municipalities could have trouble 
floating long-term bonds needed to 
make payments on short-term bond 
anticipation notes. New York's finan- 
cial solvency would affect the nation's 
cities since it's bonds and bond an- 


ticipation notes comprise more than 
207o of the market. 


Mallon said $5.75 million of Lin- 


coln's electric revenue notes will be 
due in December. But, he pointed out. 
"that money's already in the bank" to 
pay off those notes. 


The remaining S25 million in notes 


won't be due until December, 1976. 


The city also has $2 million in water 


revenue bond anticipation notes out. 
which are due in March 1977. 


Those short-term notes are rated as 


'•prime quality". Mallon said, by 
Moody's Investors Service, an invest- 
ment advisory firm which rates 
securities. 


During the past week, Moody "s has 


been dropping New York City's bond 
ratings, judging those bonds to be 
poor quality and in imminent danger 
of non-payment.

MADRID, Spain (AP) - 


Spanish sources reported that 
Moroccan troops crossed into 
the Spanish Sahara Sunday and 
battled local inhabitants while 
Prince Juan Carlos de Borbon, 
Spain's new leader, was en- 
couraging his troops only 40 
miles away. 


Moroccan authorities denied 


the reports. 


According to the Madrid 


sources, the action in the 
northeast corner of the Spanish 
Sahara was one of a series of re- 
cent frontier violations and 
athough they said there were 
some casualties they did not say 
how many. 


The sources said their infor- 


mation came from persons in the 
Sahara who reported that 
members of the Polisario Front, 
which is opposed to Morocco's 
claim to the mineral-rich area, 
battled the Moroccans. 


Morocco's 
information 


minister, Ahmed 
Taibi 


Benhima, told newsmen in 
Agadir, Morocco, that he 
"categorically denied" all 
reports that Moroccan troops 
had crossed the frontier. 


He added, "It cannot be ruled 


out, however, that Sahara 
residents seeking reunification 
with the mother country, Moroc- 
co, may have raised the Moroc- 
can flag at certain points that 
may have been evacuated by the 
Spanish Army.'1 


Prince Juan Carlos put on a 


general's uniform and flew to 
the territorial capital of El Aaiun 
to declare that Spain would not 
bow to Moroccans massed along 
the border for an unarmed 
march into the Sahara. 


"Spain will fulfill its 


promises.'' the 37-year-old 
prince told desert troops. "A 
salute and embrace to you from 
one who wants to be the first 
soldier of Spain.'' 


He arrived in El Aaiun shortly 


before midday and was back in 
Madrid by evening where he 
went into an urgent meeting 
with government and military 
leaders. 
Spam, Algeria 
Force Against 


UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. 


(AP) — Spain and Algeria both 
threatened Sunday to use armed 
force to stop a pla'nned march of 
350.000 unarmed Moroccans into 
the disputed Spanish Sahara, but 
Morocco made clear the "march 
of conquest" was still on. 


Diplomats of the three coun- 


tries spoke after the U.N. Securi- 
ty Council unanimously urged all 
parties involved to avoid any ac- 
tion "which might further es- 
calate tension." 


Soviet Ambassador Jacob A. 


Malik, council president for 
November, put the resolution 
before the other 14 members at a 
Sunday morning meeting and 
declared it adopted by consensus 
when he heard no objections. 


Spain, which had also made an 


earlier threat to use force, asked 
for the Security Council session 
to stop the march, and there 
were indications it would have 
preferred a stronger U.N. stand 


"If the march announced by 


the Jang of Morocco is held," 
Spanish diplomat Fernando 
Anas Salgado told the council 
after adoption of the resohrtioa, 
"it wfl be repelled by all means 


In the Sahara, he told his 


troops he would "preserve intact 
the prestige and honor" of the 
Spanish army and pledged to 
protect the ''legitimate rights of 
Saharan civilians." 


Just 300 miles north of the 


Spanish Saharan border, 
thousands of cheering Moroc- 
cans lined the streets of Agadir 
as King Hassan II moved his 
headquarters closer to the star- 
ting point for the "March of 
Conquest." 


"The Sahara is ours," yelled 


the Moroccans. "Long live King 
Hassan, who gave us back our 
Sahara."' 


Moroccan officials have said 


the march by 350.000 unarmed 
civilians will begin by Thursday. 
Spanish diplomats at" the United 
Nations said it was expected to 
begin Tuesday. 


There were growing fears of a 


military confrontation between 
the two countries after the 
breakdown of bilateral 
negotiations that had been 
expected to lead to Spain ceding 
to Morocco the northern part of 
the territory. Spain, which 
colonized the mineral-rich land 
in 1884 and has been making 
plans to withdraw, said at the 
united Nations that it would use 
armed force if necessary to stop 
the Moroccan march. 


Spain has about 15,000 soldiers 


in the Sahara, including its 
foreign legion. Some 10.000 
native troopers were disarmed 
and pensioned off Thursday by 
Spanish authorities. 


The prince's lightning trip was 


his first public move since taking 
power three days ago from Gen. 
Francisco Franco. The old 
generalissimo, near death for 
two weeks, was reported suf- 
fering fluctuations in body heat 
and new accumulations of fluid 
in his stomach, assaulted both by 
blood clotting and hemorrhage. 


Palace officials said he asked a 


Roman Catholic mass be 
celebrated in his bedroom at 
midday, but did not say whether 
he knew of his heir's dramatic 
first step into foreign policy.

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Gems, Art Treasures Stolen From Cathedral 
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COLOGNE, West Germany (AP) - 


Two daring burglars using Alpine ropes 
broke into Cologne Cathedral, crawled 
through air ducts and escaped early Sun- 
day with priceless Roman Catholic art 
works and gems stripped from other 
religious articles. 


Police estimated the value of some 15 


stolen sacred objects at "several million 
marks," the equivalent of at least $1 
million, one of the biggest art thefts In 
postwar Germany. 


But a church official at Germany's 


most famous medieval cathedral said, 
"They were priceless treasures belonging 
to the bishopric for hundreds of years. No 
one can say now how much they were 
worth." 


He added that the objects were insured 


but the size of the policy was not im- 
mediately 
known. Cologne's 


archbishopric and an insurance company 
posted rewards totaling $20,000 for infor- 
mation leading to the return of the stolen 
relics. 


In a burglary reminiscent of the fic- 


tional Istanbul Topkapi break-in por- 
trayed in a novel and film, the thieves on 
Saturday night scaled outside scaffolds 
used for repairing the pollution-damaged 
exterior of the twin-spired, 516-foot-high 
cathedral on the Rhine River. 


Then they outwitted electronic alarms 


while using tough nylon mountain clim- 
bing ropes to go through air ducts leading 
to the locked vault under the main floor 
of the cavernous cathedral where they 
looted display cases. 


Shortly before 1 a.m., pedestrians out- 


side the cathedral saw two men, aged 
about 30 and 45, climb down the scaffold 
from the roof carrying sacks apparently 
stuffed with the valuables. 


The men then hurried away in different 


directions, the witnesses told police hours 
after the robbery was discovered. 


Asked why they waited so long to alert 


authorities, the witnesses said they 
"didn't comprehend the situation," a 
police spokesman told newsmen. 


A 71-year-old night watchman in the 


cathedral, hearing crystal being smashed 
by the burglars at half-past midnight, first 
searched the ground floor before alerting 
a cathedral warden who opened the vault 
and discovered the theft and the damaged 
church relics. 


By the time police arrived, the thieves 


had scaled the narrow air ducts to the 
roof and climbed down the scaffold for 
their getaway through the nearly deserted 
streets of downtown Cologne. 


Police said an international manhunt 


had begun but they reported no im- 
mediate leads in the case. 


A spokesman for the archbishop of 


Cologne said the thieves obviously had 
"good knowledge of the cathedral's floor 
plan1' and were skilled with tools and 
climbing gear. 


After reaching a jutting roof, about 33 


feet above ground but below the steeper 
main roof, they crawled through an 
elaborate system of ventilation ducts and 
air conditioning tubes, some less than 12 
inches wide, and evaded a burglar alarm 
attached to a screen they sawed through 
to reach the vault. 


Among the relics they took were 


several precious metal monstrances — 
jeweled vessels used for displaying the 
consecrated host — including one from 
the 17th century listed among the 
cathedral's two or three most valued art 
works. 


Also stolen were a peace staff, several 


jeweled crosses and eight precious 
bishops' rinp, church officials said. 


From other monstrances, the thieves 


used garden shears to cut away precious 
stones, leaving the mutilated metal fit- 
tings littering the floor of the vault beside 
smashed display cases. 


Police corrected their initial supposi- ^ 


tion that the thieves had entered the vault 
through the only part of the cathedral not 
guarded by a burglar alarm. In fact, 
police said, the ventilation pipe Into the 
vault was also linked to the extensive ;, I 
electronic alarm system but the burglars /"* 
knew how to avoid the device. 


The massive cathedral, Germany's top 


tourist attraction with more than 1 
million visitors annually, is carefully 
checked each night before lockup and 
then patrolled by an inside watchman 
overnight. 


The only permanent resident of the 


cathedral in recent times, Franciscan 
monk Anglikus Meyer, died in mid- 
October at the age of 73. He had occupied 
a tiny room in the shrine for about 50 
years. 


Construction of Cologne Cathedral took 


over six centuries, from 1248 to its official 
completion in 1880. With a lacework 
stone exterior, turrets, flying buttresses, 
stained glass windows, thousands of 
statues and gargoyles, and 516-foot-high 
twin spires, the cathedral is one of 
Europe's greatest architectural marvels. 


The cathedral survived World War n 


air raids despite 14 direct hits by 
explosives and exterior walls blackened 
from incendiary bombs dropped by Allied 
pilots on Cologne's main railway station 
across the street. 


But in postwar years, the cathedral has 


been weakened by the relentless action of 
chemical-poEuted air that crumbles the 
stone walls. 


The spreading blight, which converts 


the sandstone walls into gypsum or 
plaster of Paris, has affected a third of 
the surface, causing fears that the 
'«*• 


cathedral could collapse within the next 
two decades. 


To counter the cavities, stone masons 


are carrying out emergency repairs from 
scaffolds set up along the high walls. And 
it was these scaffolds the burglars used to 
breach the cathedral security system in 
their raid on the treasury vault.

flee to a nearby road. He died of 
a fractured skull before he was 
run over by his Alfa Romeo GT.

Pasolini, one of Italy's most 


praised and controversial direc- 
tors, had been working on "The 
120 Days of Sodom" in recent 
months. About a third of the 
film was stolen along with 
original negatives for two other 
movies last August. 


Born in Bologna March 5, 


1922, to a soldier father of noble 
ancestry and a mother 
descended from Friulian 
peasants, Pasolini began 
drawing when he was 4 and 
writing poetry when he was 7. 
He renounced formal religion 
and became an agnostic seven 
years later. 


He embraced Marxism but 


remained a maverick, refusing 
to accept political conformity. 


His first novels, "The Ragaz- 


zi" (1957) and "A Violent Life" 
(1959), were brutally realistic 
portrayals of the lives of 
hustlers, petty thieves, pimps 
and prostitutes in the slums of 
Rome. The books ran into cen- 
sorship problems in Italy but 
were praised abroad for 
transmitting moral indignation 
without moralizing. 


He made his debut as a film 


director in 1961 with "Accat- 
tone," the grim story of a pimp 
who loses his prostitute and 
turns to theft, stealing his son's 
religious medal.

former governor, was Edwards' 
closest threat with 284,831 votes 
or just over 24%. of the votes 
cast. 


New Orleans (AP) —

years. 


John R. Villarrubia, 42, and 


Noel J. Daube, 44, were accused 
of heavily sedating and then 
locking 83-year-old Edna 
Halbedel in a bedroom of her 
French Quarter home. 


"There is no testimony 


whatever to indicate that 
anyone, including the victim, 
was asked for anything to obtain 
a release for Mrs. Halbedei," 
said Collins after a preliminary 
hearing. 


"Failing that crucial element, 


the court does not believe this is 
a case of aggravated kidnaping." 


Under Louisiana law, kid- 


naping is simple abduction while 
aggravated kidnapping involves 
holding someone for monetary 
gain. 


Defense lawyers said the in- 


vestigation stemmed from com- 


plaints by Mrs. Halbedel's 
relatives who convinced 
authorities she was being held 
against her will because they had 
been unable to see her for two 
years.

President Ford's overall stan- 


ding with the American people 
has slumped again, and he is 
rated 59-38% negative. 


This represents a drop of 3 


points from his September job 
rating when he stood at 5641% 
negative. 


Ford's troubles stem directly 


from continuing public dis- 
enchantment with his economic 
policies and his inability to gain 
public confidence in his handling 
of foreign-policy matters. 


On the key dimension of 


"inspiring confidence in the 
White House," the President 
comes up with 53-37% negative, 
which is the lowest rating 
recorded for him since last 
April. By 49-44%, the public 
gives him negative marks on 
"his insisting on going out 
around the country and mingling 
with the voters." President 
Ford's extensive campaigning 
has not enhanced his personal 
standing with the voters or 
generated high confidence in the 
White House. 


Between Oct. 6 and 13, the

Preparation Denied 


Washington (UPI) — The 


State Department denied 
reported statements by 
Venezuelan President Carlos An- 
dres Perez that the United States 
is moving crack troops into the 
Panama Canal Zone and 
"training them for war against 
the Panamanian people."

The Legislature settles down today to 


sort through a package of bills reported out 
of committee designed to get the state 
through its temporary cash flow problem 
and hold down the sales and income tax 
rates. 


The measures dealing with cash flow 


were largely shaped by senators; the gover- 
nor's recommendations dealing with that 
subject were eviscerated. But Gov. Exon's 
LB4 was advanced to the floor of the 
special session. It aims at holding down tax 
rates by waiving the requirement for a 5% 
cash reserve. 


LB4 in our opinion is not a good bill. It 


eliminates for one year that cash cushion in 
the state treasury which guards against 
downward fluctuations in revenue intake 
and unforeseen expenditures. Waiving the 
requirement that the tax rate setters must 
take into account appropriations plus 5% 
is mighty risky business in these 
times of economic uncertainty. And at any 
rate, action taken to hold the tax rates at 
present levels is merely delaying the in- 
evitable if one assumes that Nebraskans 
will want at the very least the same level of 
state services they now enjoy. Likewise, 
the proposals to juggle capital construction 
accounts and spread out state aid payments 
and reimbursements to local governments 
due in January over the last seven months 
of the current fiscal year, as proposed by 
the Legislature's Appropriations Com- 
mittee, are in reality holding actions. 


The Legislature is going to have to 


decide that when it approves a budget 
based on its perceptions of need, that an 
adequate tax rate is going to have to be set 
to fund it. Gov. Exon consistently said all 
year that it would take a 2\'z% sales tax and 
13% to fund the current level of ap- 
propriations, but the Legislature, wrapped 
up in the game of tax rate ping-pong the 
governor's political opponents like to play, 
instructed the State Board of Equalization 
to set the income tax rate no higher than 
12% of the federal liability. It was a short- 
sighted decision, we now find out. 


What the Legislature is going to have 


to do in the coming session, now that it 
cornmendably decided against slicing the 
current budget, is shed its tendency of 
passing appropriations measures and then 
insisting either on ducking responsibility 
for setting the appropriate tax rates or 
mandating less than adequate taxes. 


£ & & 


Any talk about ducking responsibility 


would lead to the antics last week of State 
Treasurer Frank Marsh, who for years off 
and on has sounded like a future guber- 
natorial candidate. 


There was discussion last week as to 


whether it is better to set tax rates after ap- 
propriations are approved, as Nebraska 
does now, or to mold a budget around 
previously-fixed rates. Marsh allowed as 
how the former really isn't a bad practice, 
but neither is the latter. Now, that may not 
be ducking responsibility, but it certainly is 
ducking the question. 


Worse, Marsh told the Appropriations 


Committee "thanks, but no thanks," to a 
proposal whereby the treasurer would 
decide payment priorities if the state 
treasury ran short of money. Marsh said 
the governor and the appropriate 
departments in the executive branch 
should make those decisions. Earlier, 
Marsh had agreed with Exon that the 
treasurer should have the authority to set 
payment priorities in a cash pinch. The 
state treasurer simply reversed his field. 


Said Exon: "If the Legislature and the 


treasurer want the governor to do the con- 
stitutional duties assigned to the treasurer, 
I'll be glad to accommodate them." The 
governor added that maybe it is time for 
the Legislature to consider abolishing the 
office of state treasurer "if all he wants to 
do is shuffle papers and shirk his duties." 


Treasurer Marsh, who has also been 


secretary of state and lieutenant governor, 
has made a career of seeking and winning 
and holding elective office — a career 
which has been marked by a disturbing 
tendency to give away power and avoid 
responsibility, and it was entirely proper 
for the governor to point that out.

Facing the inevitable. 
The Legislature returns to action today, 


with a certain dread and foreboding. Senators 
talk about it privately more than they do public- 
ly, but they have an ominous, almost resigned, 
feeling that they re bound to "lose" this con- 
frontation with Gov. Exon. 


No matter what they do, whether they 


accept the governor's proposals in full, in part, 
or not at all, many of them fear he is the one 
who will come out on top in any measure of 
public perception. 


If they accept his plan, it might be said, 


they admit that their budget decisions were 
wrong. Too high. Or they may be admitting that 
their decision to hold the 1975 personal income 
tax rate to 12% was wrong. Too low. 


It will be the governor, some of them 


believe, who is seen as the man who led the 
state out of the abyss, prompting an erring 
Legislature to admit its mistakes and allow him 
to save the state. 


If they don't accept Exon's plans, it might 


be said that they re to blame for the certain tax 
increases which the Board of Equalization must 
levy within the next two weeks. He warned 
them; he offered a plan to prevent the rise in 
tax rates; he was ignored. 


Somehow, most of them believe, they 


always lose. Even if, in their view, they are right 
and he is wrong. And it troubles them. 


If you can believe newspaper polls, Exon is 


an enormously popular governor. Even 
Republicans — who voted for him in large 
numbers in both 1970 and 1974 — approve of his 
stewardship. Nebraskans listen to him and, 
generally, they believe him. 


Jim Exon speaks up. And when he speaks, 


his views are quickly relayed by the press, radio 
and television. He is heard. 


The Legislature is composed of 49 


members, a diverse, amorphous, largely un- 
organized body of many voices. When it speaks,. 
it is heard, but the sound is not as loud and clear 
as that of a single strong voice. Who speaks for 
the Legislature? 


Senators take to the floor today to consider 


the recommendations of their Appropriations 
and Revenue Committees on Exon's proposals. 
Each dtision is an almost certain target for live- 
ly floor debate, subject to rejection or change. 


There was no consensus on what to do when 


the Legislature opeaeti its session nearly two 
weeks ago. There is no consensus now. And, 


the small society 


when the session has ended, and the smoke has 
cleared, there will have been decisions made — 
but still no consensus. 


So a divided Legislature faces a strong 


governor in a confrontation which most 
senators fully expect to lose. Even if they "win" 
by knocking down Eson's proposals and sub- 
stituting their own, they expect to "lose" in the 
public relations accounting which follows. Even 
if the governor loses, he wins. 


You won't find many people who relish a 


fight like that. And it helps explain the private 
feeling of gloom which runs through legislative 
corridor conversations at the Statehouse.

A self-fulfilling prophecy. 
That's what is likely to result from the 


endless statement from officials in both the 
executive and legislative branches of state 
government warning of the public's refusal to 
accept any tax hikes. 


One of the reasons Gov. Exon summoned 


the Legislature into special session was to pre- 
vent tax increases for the 1976 calendar year. 


The reason the Revenue Committee 


accepted his proposal to change the rules for es- 
tablishing rates was to help head off tax hikes. 


And a member of the State Board of 


Equalization, which establishes the rates, is 
quoted as saying that sales and income tax rates 
have probably reached the politically feasible 
maximum. 


All of that ignores the fact that the personal 


income tax rate, now 12%, used to be 15%. And 
there were no riots. There was no refusal to pay 
taxes. The Statehouse did not find itself under 
siege. The fact is that Nebraskans accepted and 
paid the bill. 


And, I would suggest the fact is that state 


officials complain more about tax rates than the 
citizens do. 


But if they keep it up, all of them joining 


in and outdoing each other, they will surely 
create the solid tax resistance which they talk 
about 


Nebraskans have reached this current fiscal 


state largely because state officials have been 
falling all over one another reducing tax rates 
despite increasing expenditures. It has become 
a way of political Me in our state. 


Now the constant drumbeat which says 


those tax rates cannot go back up again, 
threatens to become self-fulfilling, placing a lid 
on Nebraska's future.

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LONDON — Inflation may rage and un- 


employment may mount, but depend on 
the British to worry about things that 
really matter. Triremes, for instance. 


A trireme, as students of naval history 


know, is an ancient Greek warship that 
was propelled by both oarsmen and a sail. 
An unlikely subject of controversy, you 
might say. But you would be mistaken. 


The Great Trireme Debate was 


touched off by an article printed on the 
op-ed page of The Times of London late 
this summer. The author, Eric Leach, 
asserted that triremes in the Age of 
Pericles were capable of crossing the 
Aegean Sea in seven hours, which would 
mean at an average speed of 12 knots. 


* * * 
Gasps of incredulity all around! In one 


of the many letters received by The 
Times, a member of the Vesta Rowing 


Club of Putney wrote that "A normal 
racing eight . . . would not be capable of 
sustaining speeds of this order for more 
than 20 minutes even in ideal conditions 
... If indeed such a performance was 
possible, this club will be giving serious 
consideration to selling our existing 
racing fleet and converting to triremes." 


John Morrison, the president of Wolf- 


son College, Cambridge, joined in the 
fray by stating that "There is absolutely 
no argument of Mr. Leach's main thesis 
that the trireme used sail in battle." 
Citing Xenophon, Morrison said the dis- 
tance from Byzantium to Heracleia was 
140 miles, or "a voyage of a long day un- 
der oar." This, he said, implies a speed of 
12 knots. 


Another correspondent, writing from 


his yacht in Corfu, tried to mediate by 


suggesting that a favorable current of 
three knots might have aided the 
trireme's crossing. And a member of St. 
Helier's Yacht Club cautioned that "these 
splendidly testy and informative 
protagonists" should have realized that a 
"long day" in ancient Greece comprised 
about 30 hours. 


After consulting a computer, one letter- 


writer calculated that it would take 6,120 
oarsmen - assuming that the average 
galley-hand weighed 150 pounds and 
produced one-tenth of a horsepower con- 
tinuously — to propel a ship at the speed 
of 12 knots. Designing a boat to accom- 
modate so large a crew, he added, would 
make any naval architect "reach for the 
gin bottle." 


ft * * 
The chance discovery by archeologists 


of hashish in the sunken Punic galley 
added more fuel to the controversy. 


Could this not mean, a letter to The 
Times asked, that Hellenic oarsmen were 
capable of prodigious feats of rowing only 
because they were made to get "high" 
before going into battle? 


No, replied Lord St. Davids. He said 


naval textbooks indicate that while a 
galley might maintain a speed of four 
knots for the first hour, its speed would 
decline thereafter. 


After The Times had printed 27 letters 


on triremes, yet another writer asked that 
the entire lot be gathered together in a 
pamphlet that would be "mercifully 
irrelevant to our present discontents." Or 
maybe not so irrelevant, after all. 
Economic conditions being what they 
are, many Britons would be only too hap- 
py to leave their scepter'd isle on the first 
available trireme.

Noise, The Invisible Poison 


NEW YORK - Shortly before she 


died, Helen Keller — blind, deaf and 
dauntless — told me that if miracles were 
being handed out, she would pray to have 
her hearing restored. Never mind the 
eyesight. 


"Hearing is the source of knowledge," 


she said in the rasping voice she had 
fashioned for herself but never heard. 
"To be cut off from sound — that is to be 
isolated, indeed, from the world." 


Miss Keller was known as an am- 


bassadress for the blind; yet the power of 
hearing was the loss she regretted most. 
She dearly loved to attend Broadway 
musicals, and claimed she could simulate 
the music in her head by feeling the beat 
of it through the floor and the seat she oc- 
cupied. ("I love it when the music is so 
strong, it makes the arms of the chair 
quiver," she said.) She never actively 
fought for the cause of the deaf because 
the world's "normal" people have never 
been roused to mass sympathy for the 
affliction, as they have been alarmed by 
the condition of the blind... 


Deafness causes no fever, no crutches, 


no seeing-eye dog, not even a sneeze. As a 
deaf man wrote me once, "It doesn't 
make you sick; it just makes people sick 
of you. They're somehow annoyed that a 
person who looks so perfectly healthy 
can't understand what they're saying." 


If she were ah" ve today, I suspect Helen 


Keller would take a strong stand against 
noise pollution, which some scientists say 
is the Public Enemy No. 1 of contem- 
porry America. Our constant noise, it 


seems, has made "progressive deafness" 
a significant affliction in the U.S. 


According to Collette Ramsay, founder 


of the "Deafness Research Foundation:" 


"Deafness takes more victims in the 


United States than all the sufferers from 
cancer, multiple sclerosis, epilepsy, 
tuberculosis and blindness combined." 
Yet who's listening to the threat? "The 
public remains almost totally apathetic 
about the dangers to its own hearing." 


This unfortunate situation results from 


living in such a disastrously noisy en- 
vironment that we scarcely know quiet 
when we hear it. And because noise is, to 
many, a semantic puzzle ... 


When you listen to your TV, it produces 


a friendly sound. When you hear your 
neighbor's TV, it produces an irritating 
noise. When your dog barks, that's 
protective sound. When the dog across 
the street barks, that's outrageous noise. 
When your stereo is on, you hear music. 
When your son's radio is on, you hear 
cacophony. "Turn off that noise!" you 
may scream. To your son, that screamis 
pollution. 


It all adds up — even the good sounds 


— to a nationwide din that is destroying 
our health and hearing. Many doctors and 
acoustical technicians are aware of this, 
but people are still not terribly con- 
cerned. 


"Death — particularly mass deaths — 


are the criteria for taking anything 
seriously in America," said authority 
Robert Alex Baron, who wrote the book, 
"The Tyranny of Noise." We took action 
against air pollution "because of the fear 
of mass deaths from it. You could see air 


pollution. Noise pollution, however, is an 
invisible poison. We know it makes us 
tense and irritable, and we are vaguely 
aware that it affects our biological 
systems adversely, and changes our blood 
pressure. But we tolerate it because, so 
far, nobody has proved that it can cause 
widespread death."

Meanwhile, we live amid the 


excrutiating environment of trucks, 
sirens, jackhammers, horns, screeches, 
dishwashers, 
ventilators, air- 


conditioners, traffic, garbage cans, and 
dozens of other disturbers of the peace. 
"We tolerate," said Baron, "because if 
we are aware that noise bothers us, to 
whom do we complain? And what will 
happen if we complain? Nothing." 


Laying the blame on corporations and 


public officials who quietly ignore the 


din, he suggested that we, the people, 
must cry out — "loudly, if we are to be 
heard" — and force business and industry 
to "design for quiet": quieter vehicles, 
appliances, accessories and construction 
equipment. "With our scientific and 
technological brains, anything can be 
designed to be less noisy than it now is. 


"You know, people have been dis- 


turbed by noise since time immemorial. 
Julius Caesar tried to halt the noises of 
chariots. Queen Elizabeth I banned the 
beating of wives after 10 p.m. But today, 
we throw up our hands and take it for 
granted, thinking there's nothing we can 
do."

Ironically, the more sophisticated our 


technology becomes, the more the din 
grows. "Let us face it," the maker of our 
raucous garbage disposal unit says, "We 
could make you a larger, bulkier, more 
expensive unit which would dramatically 
cut down the noise in your kitchen. 
Would you buy it — at perhaps twice the 
cost of your present disposal?" I 
suggested he make it, and I'd see. 
"Sorry," he said. "No consumer 
promises, no company risks." So the 
sound of money-changing is the most 
polluting of all. And the hugh of non- 
functioning cash registers is a deathly 
silence. 


Faced with the facts, it is no wonder 


whatever that the meditation movement 
is catching on in America. The only 
available quiet may be in our own 
minds...

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She Can'f Recall Why She Chose Trumpet 
Evaluation's Focus

Susan Slaughter doesn't remember what first 


attracted her to a trumpet. 


But it happened 20 years ago, during the first 


year McCordsville, Ind., had a music program. 
The new music instructor had set up a display, so 
prospective band members and their parents 
could choose instruments. 


"My parents asked me what I wanted to 


play," Ms. Slaughter said. "I pointed to the 
trumpet and said, "There ... that shiny one.' " 


Her decision became her career. For the last 


three years, the red-haired, 30-year-old women 
has been first-chair trumpet player for the St. 
Louis Symphony. She is said to be the only 
woman principal trumpet player in a major 
American symphony orchestra. 


Ms. Slaughter said she wanted an orchestral 


career after her junior year in high school. Her 
parents took her that year to Indianapolis to hear 
a young artist who had won the soloist competi- 
tion with the Indianapolis Symphony. 


Ms. Slaughter said a home town of about 500 


persons presented few obstacles to her musical 
growth. 


"Except when I went to college I didn't know 


what a Gregorian chant was," she said. 


During her youth, she was active in the music 


activities of her Nazarene Church. Religion is still 
important to her. Until recently, she was choir 
director at the Church of the Nazarene of Webster 
Groves. 


"I believe that we are all given certain 


abilities," Mrs. Slaughter said. "And my religion 
is a way of repaying God for the gifts He has given 
me." 


Ms. Slaughter attended Indiana University. 


Out of 80 trumpet students, she was the only 
female trumpet player majoring hi performance. 
But she said that the men accepted her. 


"I learned that the smartest thing to do was 


to keep your mouth shut and let your instrument 
do the talking," she said. "They can put you down 
because you're a woman, but they can't put down 
your playing." 


She recalled one class lesson at Indiana 


University that she shared with a freshman male 
student. 


"He asked me, 'Can you transpose? And I 


said, 'Oh . . . a little. 


"When the lesson started, I took off and left 


him far behind. It was like owning a souped-up 
car that nobody else knew about." 


After Ms. Slaughter graduated from college, 


she sent between 30 and 40 letters to symphonies, 
requesting an audition. Only four orchestras 
replied, she said. 


"It wasn't that there weren't positions 


available. They just weren't interested in hearing 


' a woman player," she said. 


"I think it's very disturbing when orchestras 


don't even give players a chance. They just think, 
'You're not experienced. We're not interested. 
We don't want to hear you.' " 


Positions Limited 


Ms. Slaughter said positions are very limited 


for brass and woodwind players because 
orchestral instrumentation relies on large string 
sections. 


At least 200 musicians apply for a vacancy in 


the horn sections, she said. Young players have 
difficulty even getting the chance to audition. 


"Sometimes you have to just call them up 


and say, 'I'm coming, so there better be someone 
there to hear me,' " she said. 


The Toledo, Ohio, symphony eventually hired 


Ms. Slaughter. She was principal trumpet with 
that orchestra for two years. 


She then joined the St. Louis Symphony as a 


fourth trumpet player. In 1973 she became its 
principal trumpet. 


Ms. Slaughter said she has little time for any 


activities outside music. One exception is her 
church Softball team, where she plays shortstop. 


Two performances stand out as her most 


successful. One was her senior recital in college. 


"During that recital, I think I hit my peak at 


the right moment. I wasn't unprepared, yet I 
hadn't gone beyond my peak." 


The other event happened this summer when 


she performed at the National Trumpet Sym- 
posium.

"In view of the present 


economic crisis," the State 
Board of Education should give 
greater attention to people's 
employability, according to the 
sixth annual report of the 
Nebraska Advisory Council for 
Vocational Education. 


The 1975 evaluation says the 


board should consider making a 
stronger appeal to dropouts, 
reappraise the employment 
market, insist on more use of es- 
tablished facilities and shift 
resources to help more un- 
employed people find work. 


The report "advocates a 


realignment of our educational 
system to place more emphasis 
upon the needs of students in 
earning a livelihood." It 
appealed for making "basic 
educational functions more 
realistic and meaningful to 
students in terms of the true 
situations which they will face 
upon taking a job." 


But there should be "no de- 


emphasis of the basic functions 
of reading, writing, spelling and 
mathematics," the report 
declared. 


The council recommended 


better preparation of post- 
secondary vocational instructors 
and improved staffing in the 
Division of Vocational Educa-

tion, which 
keeping pace 
growths." 


The report also observed, 


"Coordination between the 
Nebraska State Plan for 
Vocational Education and the 
state plans of other related agen- 
cies has not taken place to the 
extent necessary for a compati- 
ble relationship within the 
state." 


"The council believes it is 


time to exert state leadership 
and coordination in bringing 
about an orderly transition for 
converting to the standard inter- 
national metric system, as an in- 
structional basis for vocational 
education programs," the report 
states. 


The council also re- 


commended 
"a

relationship ... between appren- 
ticeship training and vocational 
education programs." 


The report said "the time is 


right for a statewide symposium 
on vocational education," to ad- 
dress reducing unemployment, 
responding more to business and 
industry needs, increasing coor- 
dination among agencies that 
provide training for employment 
and emphasizing the importance 
of vocational education in the 
total state system.

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Ag Communications Distributes Info Throughout State

If you have watched the* 


"Backyard Farmer" show on 
educational television or picked 
up a pamphlet at your county 
Extension office on how to up- 
holster a chair, you have been 
in contact with a little-known — 
but vitally important — part of 
the University of Nebraska. 


The 
Department 
of 


Agricultural Communications, 
headed by Ralston J. (Rollie) 
Graham, distributes to 20,000 
pamphlets a day through county 
Extension offices. 


Graham's department sends 


radio tapes to 50 stations each 
week, news releases to every 
paper in the state and both 
written and filmed information 
to all the state's television 
stations. 


The department isn't a public 


relations organization. "Our job 
is to provide useful, factual in- 
formation to agriculture and to 
home makers. We distribute in- 
formation developed from 
research at the Institute of 
Agriculture and Natural 
Resources," he said. 


The media used to distribute 


information range from the 
traditional to the innovative. 
Graham is particularly proud of 
the new "Neb-Guide" informa- 
tion program, which issues 
guidelines to people interested 
in anything from the care of a 
poinsettia to a cost analysis of a 
hay^stackmg machine. 


Guide Cats Costs 


"The Neb-Guide program has 


cut costs and speeded up our 
response to needed changes in 
printed material," he said. 


The Neb-Guide is punched for 


a three-ring binder and comes 


with an indexing system so peo- 
ple can file items and easily 
replace outdated material. 


One of the oldest sections of 


the information effort is "Farm 
Facts and Fun" begun by the 
late R. E. Holland and picked up 
by George Round, the first chair- 
man of the department, and the 
late Bill MacDonald, a farm 
broadcaster with both KFAB 
andKFOR. 


Round still does some part- 


time work at the department 
and is developing a verbal 
history of the state's agriculture 
as a bicentennial project. 


Graham notes that county 


agents still man the front line in 
the information war. "This is 
where people come for informa- 
tion, where we learn what their 
needs are and where the bulk of 
the information is actually 
delivered," he said. 


The media, such as daily 


newspapers, radio stations and 
television stations play a leading 
role in reaching consumers when 
an emergency crops up, such as 
the recent aflatoxin scare in the 
state's corn crop. 


Pass It Along 


"We get the information from 


the experts and pass it along im- 
mediately. That is really our job, 
passing information from those 
who produce it to those who 
need it. We don't generate any 
information ourselves," Graham 
said. 


The department also is in- 


volved in teaching 260 students 
to turn the technical language of 
experts into the everyday 
language of consumers. Gordon 
acts as advisor to many 
agriculture journalism students. 
The course is required for 
agriculture majors and for some

The constant crabbing by farm 


leaders could lead some people 
to think that farmers are an un- 
happy bunch. A survey taken by 
International Harvester Inc., 
however, indicates that isn't so. 


The survey cites just two areas 


of unhappiness: the uncertainty 
over prices for farm products 
and constant government in- 
terference in farm operations. 
Only 1% objected to the hard 
work of farms. 


Even the high price of thinp 


farmers mast pay for operations 
and the high investment 
required to farm were listed as a 
problem by only 8% of those in- 
terviewed. 


On the positive side of the 


ledger, farmers claimed a great 
sense of satisfaction and ac- 
complishment, the freedom of 
being your own boss, a place to 
raise a happy family and a love 
of outdoor We hi cooperation 
with nature as reasons they 
wanted to farm. 


Most agreed that farming had 


its problems, but only 41% 
described farming as not having 
a bright future; 59% expressed 
confidence in their industry as a 
good way of maMng a living in 
the years ahead. 


Farmers apparently have been 


removing plant food from solis 
hi the last year at a greater rate 
than they have been putting it 
back. Sou scientists refer to this 
as "soil mining." 


The high price of fertilizers, or 


often their outright shortage, 
seems to be the reason. 


Unless farmers start applying 


fertilizer at a faster rate than 
they did in the last year, the 
yields of crops will be reduced.

The fall campaign to rid the 


state of musk thistle is faffing 
flat on its face due to a lack of 
rain. 


The thistle must grow well at

The price of farmland is get-

Eventually, the crop's profit 
won't pay the taxes on the land, 
forcing the fanner to sell. 


Other factors discourage 


fanners from staying near the 
city limits. People steal or 
damage crops, tin cans appear in 
their hay fields, get chopped up 
and cause hardware poisoning of 
cows, sheep are killed by aban- 
doned city dogs; moving farm 
machinery on roads clogged by 
nonfarm traffic is difficult; and 
time is wasted talking to real es- 
tate people who want to buy 
your place.

Norfolk Blaze Destroys 
A Part Of Gillette Dairy 


Norfolk (AP) - Fire 


destroyed the west end of the 
Gillette Dairy Company in Nor- 
folk Sunday. 


Firemen from Norfolk and 


Battle Creek brought the blaze 
under control about five hours 
after it started. 


The cause was not known. 
The dairy owned by Les Ghaf- 


fin of Norfolk is located on 


U.S. 275 about a half-mile east of 
town. 


Law officers closed the high- 


way for a time after firemen 
detected an ammonia scent, but 
Fire Chief Larry Reeves said the 
odor was not strong enough to 
cause concern. 


Reeves said the east end of the 


building,; housing equipment, 
remained, intact but the west 
part of the dairy caved in. 


While money to pay for it is 


still being sought, a proposal to 
establish a Center for Great 
Plains Studies in Lincoln is 
beyond the idea stage, Max 
Larsen said. 


The interim dean of the 


University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
Arts and Sciences College said 
"about 40 people representing a 
very broad constituency, several 
different colleges and agencies" 
attended the organizational 
meeting. 


Larsen said the proposed 


center is not solely a university 
project. They want to involve 
community people, other state 
employes, and any amateurs or 
professionals with an interest in 
the Great Plains, he said. 


There are "a lot of people out 


there" with interest as well as 
expertise who could contribute, 
Larsen said. "The reaction from 
people" to his brainchild "has 
been very enthusiastic." 


Now Larsen is seeking ap- 


proval for the center's funding. 
He is looking for an office to 
headquarter the Great Plains ac- 
tivities. 


Off the launching pad are ef- 


forts to involve the State 
Historical Society and UNL 
libraries in collecting archival 
materials, and a process to 
publish what's tentatively been 
titled "Great Plains Studies." 
UNL curriculum additions are 
also envisioned. 


"The most important thing to 


realize," Larsen said, is that 
anyone "can study about the 
Great Plains in New York City, 
but you can't experience it 
(there)." The dean said he wants 
"to develop a lot of field work" 
through the center organization 
to go out into the Great Plains to 
"see it, feel it, explore it." 


"The next step," he said, is to 


obtain funds to hire a center 
director. That might get pushed 
to the "back burner," until the 
Legislature resolves its fiscal 
problems, yet "I hope to be able 
to do something by second 
semester. 


"But I'm an optimist," Larsen 


admitted.

Wicker furniture is riding high on the wave-* of a 


nostalgia revival. 


What furnished great-grandmother's solarium or 


sunroom and cropped up a generation or two later in 
the garden or on the veranda has now moved back in- 
doors to be the mainstay of many a living room or den. 


Wicker — a catch-all word referring to woven 


products of vines, grasses and plants — is a furniture 
classic compatible with today's casual lifestyle and 
desired eclectic decor. 


Yesterday's summer standbys are being refur- 


bished with lacquer, paint or varnish. They're being 
covered with brightly colored floral prints or bold 
patterns, bringing the airiness of the outdoors to most 
every room of the house. 


Historical records indicate wicker dates back to 


ancient times. It probably made its first appearance in 
furniture when the Romans were occupying England. 


Especially popular during the Victorian era (19th 


century), the lacy pieces with openwork hearts and 
curlicues were made with rattan frames. Bamboo bark 
was then wrapped around shaped stems to reinforce 
and decorate them. 


By the turn of the century, wicker really hit its 


stride. No self-respecting garden or porch was com- 


plete without its complement of wickerwork. 


After a few decades of low profile, wicker saw 


another revival in the 1920's and 1930's. Some of the 
best pieces in Lincoln during that period were made 
by inmates of the State Penitentiary. 


During the hard times of the depression years, 


wicker, at one-third to one-half the cost of Its wooden 
counterpart, provided an inexpensive form of fur- 
niture. 


In the past several years wicker has once again 


enjoyed a revival that has sent young people searching 
through the attics of their family homes or scurrying 
off to auctions in hopes of a find. 


Rising prices for wicker on the bidding block 


reflect the increased demand. A local auctioneer has 
seen prices triple in the past three years. 


The popularity of plants has made old wicker 


flower stands a particularly popular auction item — 
with a price tag as high as $100 for a well-preserved 
piece. 


Other top prices for especially nice pieces at local 


auctions have ranged from $240 for chairs to $350 for 
sofas. An unusual wicker bookcase even brought $300. 


But good old wicker isn't so abundant any more. A 


local auctioneer says he cornes across some nice pieces 
in one out of 15 sales. Family members preparing an 
estate sale frequently hold back the wicker for 


more time and taleat on 


hands fhan money in their pockets, w>c or 
slightly worn can be bought for much le£ < W

Contrary to popular conception, wicker is nd t out 


door furniture. Natural materials may be damaged 
when exposed to rain, direct sunlight and mglittime 


wnen buying wicker the strength of the fname is 


more important than the fanciness of the weaving. 
Supporting frame members that are at least an inch 
thick indicate a substantial piece. Clear consistent 
color is a sign of quality materials. Tightly wrapped 
joints and corners mark quality workmanship. 


Low humidity in American homes prowdes less 


than ideal conditions for wickerwork. The drier the 
wicker is, the more it tends to crack. 


Wicker should be wiped occasionally with a damp 


cloth or sponge and it can be cleaned with warm water 
and suds of a mild soap. The exhaust end of a vacuum 
can be used to coax dust out of cracks.

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Dr. Charles Rooks

What's happening to the church these days? 
Dr. Charles Shelby Rooks, president of the 


Chicago Theological Seminary, has some 
thoughts on that subject which he's sharing 
with Lincoln area ministers during a two-day 
speaking engagement. 


Rooks, the first black to direct a major 


theological seminary hi the United States, sees 
some outside pressures "that the church has 
no control over," as shaping the church as it is 
today, but adds, "clergymen are far less 
pessimistic than they were even three years 
ago." 


There may even be "an upturn in 


membership," Rooks said, noting that some 


projections have been made and they show 
that there will be a "definite increase in atten- 
dance for the historic denominations." 


Economy Hurts Church 


Basically, the church is being affected by the 


outside pressure of "the economic crunch," 
Rooks said. Churches have programs and 
facilities they need to maintain, he said, and 
funds on the local level have, in some cases, 
been cut back. 


"The United Church of Christ hasn't been as 


active in the missions as it has in the past," 
Rooks said, adding that the economy seems to 
have affected "the amount people are willing 
to give." 


Internally, the church is "beginning to feel 


the new thrust of involvement by women, in 


all levels," Rooks said. Seminaries have noted 
an increased enrollment of women, he added. 


Women To Be Active 


"The life of the church will be different as 


people realize that these women aren't going 
to sit back putting the pressure on, but are 
going to actively study the possibility of real 
leadership roles," he said. 


He said he hopes they will "lend that unique 


quality which is woman," to the picture, and 
"not just imitate men." 


The church will also have to change its im- 


age as a dominant factor hi a pluralistic socie- 
ty, Rooks said. "All minorities are going to 
have to work together hi the basically white, 
Protestant middle class church to discover a 
way through the radical separatism." 


"We are at the edge of beginning to make 


some new discoveries to find the way," he 
added, "but the minority groups, the blacks, 
Hispanics and Indians will have to remove 
some "of their own barriers." 
• "It's a very mixed picture that the aware 
church has to deal with, but they must also 
turn some attention to the young white 
American male, fast becoming a forgotten per- 
son indoor society," he said. 


Emphasis on involving women and 


minorities has created the "almost forgotten" 
role for that segment of society, he explained. 
"The church needs to help him find his way 
through and beyond the psychological issues 
of justice." 


Rooks noted a decline hi social activity on 


the part of the clergy, a trend he sees as 
favorable. The problem for the local minister 
is that he has to take care of "Aunt June when 
she's hurtln'," before his congregation will 
condone any venture into social issues. 


"Sometimes ministers get ahead of heir 


congregations and fail to realize their duty of 
ministering to the people," he said. 


"This country never solves a problem, we 


just deal with the one that is most acute at the 
time ... 
and sometimes we just get plain 


tired," Rooks concluded. 
Rooks preached at First-Plymouth 


Congregational Church Sunday morning and is 
scheduled to. address a luncheon at the 
Nebraska Center for Continuing Education 
noon Monday. 


Sadat Offered 
Nuclear Reactor 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) 


— President Ford flew here Sun- 
day with assurances for Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat that 
he will be returning to Cairo 
with a U.S. nuclear deal. 


Ford's meeting with Sadat at 


the home of a local oil 
millionaire was viewed as an un- 
usual gesture. Normally the 
visiting Egyptian leader would 
be expected to call on Ford at 
the White House, as he did last 
week. 


Confirming the prospective 


sale of two American reactors, 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said they would be 
supplied under "the most 
exhaustive system of safeguards 
in any country." 


Kissinger said the deal has 


been discussed with Israel "at 
every stage" and that a similar 
offer would be made to Israel 
when Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin visits the United 
States, probably in January. 


Ford's meeting with Sadat was 


held hi the home of Raymond K. 
Mason, president of the Charter 
Co., 
a conglomerate of oil, 


banking, land and publishing 
ventures. The two presidents 
lunched on red snapper on the 
patio of the house. 


In toasting Ford at a dinner 


Sunday night, Sadat said that 
"the Egyptian people would 
warmly welcome 
President

Ford, in his toast, called Sadat 


a man of wisdom and courage.

Ford flew down on Air Force 


One to the Jacksonville Naval 
Air Station and gave a brief 
speech to a largely military 
crowd "It is vitally important 
for peace that we have a national 
defense program that is second 
to none," he said. 


He then motored in a captain's 


gig. with Boatswain Mate first 
class Michael Hancock of Reno, 
Nev., at the helm, to the Mason 
home, where Sadat waited for 
him in the sunshine. 


"Nice to see you," Ford said. 


Kissinger kissed Sadat on the 
right cheek and then Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy 
on both cheeks. 


Briefing newsmen aboard the 


presidential jet, Kissinger said 
the nuclear reactors will be sold 
to Egypt under restrictions that 
bar peaceful as well as military 
explosions and that they will be 
paid for out of the f 750 million hi 
economic assistance Ford has 
requested from Congress. 


Kissinger stressed they would 


not be a gift, although the aid 
will be in the form of loans at 
concessionary rates. 


"It is very likely that the 


Israelis will have the same 
offer," Kissinger said. 


The restrictions, applying 


equally to the two countries, 
require inspection of the U.S.- 
supplied reactors. But the 
existing Israeli facility at 
Dimona, built with French 
assistance, would not be sub- 
jected to inspection.

"Never in ray lifetime do I 


remember a President of the 
United States writing off a major 
segment of the country's popula- 
tion with such comtempt," 
Moore said. 


He said he was "ashamed that 


one who calls himself Christian 
dares preach fiscal morality 
when his heart is cold to compas- 
sion. I believe the absolute 
refusal of the President to sign 
any bill to prevent default is an 


act of enormous injustice whose 
consequences will strike at the 
very fabric and foundation of our 
nation's life," Moore said. 


Wetmore said the council 


voted in January to present the 
award to Ford. 


"Since then, the President and 


the stand he has taken about the 
New York crisis have alienated 
and greatly offended a majority 
of people in New York, and par- 
ticularly the poor and the 
afflicted, who will be hurt the 
worst if default takes place," 
Wetmore said. 


Wetmore said, "We have acted 


to call for the rescinding of that

The St. Louis Symphony 


Orchestra concluded a three day 
concert series Sunday afternoon 
in Kimball Recital Hall with an 
accent on the contemporary. 


About six months ago, when 


the St. Louis ensemble last 
appeared, there were some 
legitimate grumblings from the 
contemporary music buffs that 
the visiting artists never ven- 
tured beybnd the standard and 
conventional endeavors. Sunday 
was different, at least for half of 
the program. 


With Leonard Slatkin conduc- 


ting and verbalizing between 
pieces with bis usual sharp wit 
and knowledge, a packed hall 
was treated to a Stravinsky 
arrangement of the Star- 
Spangled Banner, three short 
pieces by Charles Ives composed 
at the nirn of the century, a 
piece by f)onald Erb written in 
the late '60s and a piece by the 
conductor himself composed 
about three years ago. 


After a standard reading of the 


National Anthem and the 
Stravinsky version, Mr. Slatkin 
introduced the Ives' pieces. First 
was a "March in F and C" with 
the air, "Old Kentucky Home" 
with reduced instrumentation 
which sounded like an 1890 pit 
orchestra, but with overtones of 
Ives' more characteristic style. 
Second, Fugue in Four Keys on 
"The Shining Shore" which was 
totally different and written only 
four years later. This short work 
possesses some of the 'in- 
gredients found in his more 
famous work entitled 
"The 


Unanswered Question". 


Finally, "The Gen'l Slot 


which depicted a boat crash and 
utilized musical quotes such as 
"East Side-West Side" and 
"Nearer my God to Thee." 


The orchestra then skipped 60 


years in time to perform "The 
Seventh Trumpet written by Erb 
on the text predicting ultimate 
doom. Here, as Mr. Slatkin 
remarked, "we have conven- 
tional instruments doing un- 
conventional things." He further 
noted the possibility of listening 
with tongue-in-cheek. The 
piece was fun and the ending 
was a kind of planned pan- 
demonium. 


As if to have at least one work 


for everyone, the composition 
"Extension I by Slatkin utilized 
a 24-bar improvization. The 
piece was written for eight 
players on percussion, keyboard 
and harp; and this particular 
time it was extended to a 15- 
minute composition. 


The second half of the 


program returned to the more 
conventional orchestra fare with 
the monumental Symphony No. 
2 in D Major by Jean Sibelius. 
The work written in 1902 is 
powerfully cohesive in form 
(based on a pattern of three 
rising notes) and beautifully 
melodic, sounding, at times, like 
the Russian Tchaikovsky. It was, 
except-for some very minor 
flaws, well-executed. 


Mr. Slatkin and the orchestra 


members appeared to enjoy 
their brief sojourn in Lincoln 
and they talked about returning. 
With the continued excellent 
attendance and the strong 
enthusiasm, there should be lit- 
tle doubt how much the people 
of Lincoln want the St. Louis 
Symphony to return. 


Huck Finn Revisited?

Twain's river life a new twist:

But their adventure — or mis- 


adventure — came to an end 
when state troopers found their 
canoe laden with merchandise 
that was stolen in six burglaries 
of homes and business firms. 


Police sighted the pair as they 


paddled along the Coal River. 


"We ran down to the river- 


bank and hollered at them to 
come to shore," one trooper 
said. "They didn't give us a 
chase." 


The 16-year-old St. Albans 


youths allegedly broke into the 
Shadyside Tennis Club and made 
off with tennis rackets, warmup 
suits, tennis balls and soft 
drinks. 


At Hayes Junior High, the pair 


allegedly destroyed band in- 
struments, cooked some food 


and stole a stop watch and track 
starting pistol. 


From there, police said they 


entered summer cottages along 
the river and carried away 
sleeping bags, fishing tackle, 
camping gear and food.

Even though Cedar Catholic went unbeaten in its first eight 


games, it failed to crack Class B's top 10 ratings even once. 


"Sure, that puts a little bur under the saddle," first-year 


Cedar Catholic coach Dick Fitzgerald says of his team's ratings 
snub as it prepared to host top-rated Lincoln Pius X Friday 
afternoon at Wayne State College. 


"We up here in Northeast Nebraska get upset with the ratings 


every year because it always seems there's a tendency to ignore 
us," Fitzgerald says. 


"Since we're not a big school like a Lincoln Pius, a Gothen- 


burg or ? Lexington, I think we really look more like Class C to 
most people," he says. 


Strength in Numbers 


"I guess people then start looking at strength hi terms of 


numbers," adds Fitzgerald. "It's really only natural though. 


"We tend to look down our nose a little, too," he admits. 


"When the Norfolk paper rates Class C schools ahead of us, we 
don't like it. So, I can see both points of view." 


Cedar Catholic finally got the state to stand up and take 


notice when it whipped previously unbeaten and sixth-ranked 
Wayne, 22-7, last Friday night in Hartington. 


"I know we have one heckuva football team ahead us and if 


I had my choice, I'd rather have a different draw than Pius," 
Fitzgerald says. 


"But," he adds, "we're anxious to see how we compare. If 


we play as respectably as we did against Wayne. I think we can 
be hi any football game." 


The 26-year-old Fitzgerald, a South Dakota University 


graduate who spent three years as an assistant before moving to 
the head job this fall, says "generally, our whole community is 
floating on cloud nine." 


First Unbeaten Season 


Hartington Cedar Catholic, even going back at least 30 years 


when it was called Holy Trinity, has never finished unbeaten hi 
football. 


No one figured on it this year either. Eight two-way starters 


were graduated from last year's 6-3 team. 


"We don't outfinesse anyone," says Fitzgerald. "Our 


strength is our size. This is a German community. We get big 
people and try to teach them to go out after whoever's on the 
other side of the line." 


Part of the reason Cedar Catholic has been ignored hi the 


ratings is such close escapes as 8-6 over Wisner-Pilger, 10-8 
against Madison and 16-8 over Wakefield. 


"Our defense has made us 9-0," emphasizes Fitzgerald. 


"Our whole game is based on pressuring the offensive team. We 
shoot everything hi the kitchen sink defensively and it's paid off 
with an average of just under four points a game." 


Could Be 'Awestruck' 


Fitzgerald acknowledges "we could be awestruck by the 


number of points Pius puts on the board. But I'm sure we're not 
going to shy away from them. 


"Pius is kind of the epifome of Nebraska high school foot- 


ball and we're really looking forward to seeing how we com- 
pare," he says. 


"There's nothing like starting at the top," Fitzgerald says of 


the matchup against the season long ratings leader Thunder- 
bolts. 


"My philosophy of football is that about 85 per cent of it on 


the high school level is what you've got hi your guts," he offers. 


"We've rode high on emotion all year because we've had 


to," he says. "We've relaxed over the weekend. Now we've got a 
lot to get done during the week. We're hoping that extra spirit is 
there come Friday." 


Although Cedar Catholic won't receive official word of its 


qualifying from the Nebraska School Activities Assn. (NSAA) 
until Monday morning, Fitzgerald took the liberty of reserving 
Wayne State College's field for Friday.

The 1975 Nebraska pheasant and quail seasons opened 


during the weekend with fewer hunters and fewer birds in the 
fields than last year. 


The Nebraska Game and Parks Commission said most of 


the hunting occurred in eastern and southern portions of the 
state, with the panhandle closed to pheasant hunting this year 
and the Sand Hills reporting few ringnecks. 


In general, the commission said, southwest Nebraska 


provided the best hunting on opening day, with "some local hot 
spots producing better than one pheasant per hunter." 


In other parts of the southwest, however, only one of two 


hunters had a pheasant. 


A conservation officer with more than 25 years of service 


said pheasant hunting this year was the poorest he had ever seen 
in Nebraska. 


In the northeast, hunting pressure was down from last year 


and success was poor. In most areas, the bag average was only 
two pheasants per five hunters. Hunters also reported taking 
few quail. 


In the southeast, hunting pressure was lower than last year 


by about one-third. One hunter in three had a ringneck and 
those who were successful averaged four hours of field work to 
collect their birds.

eighth straight loss of the season 
Saturday with a 28-22 victo- 
ry—and Andros announced his 
retirement. 


The decision was not unex- 


pected. 


Andros was asked before the 


Beavers' game with Washington 
several weeks ago whether con- 
tinued losses might lose him a 
job. 


"I'm thinking more about 


Washington than I am about 
that," he said at the time. "But 
I'm realistic enough and smart 
enough to know if something 
must be done, then I certainly 
will get together with (OSU) 
President MacVicar and work 
out what would be best for Ore- 
gon State and my football 
team." 


There was talk of removing 


Andros last year after his team 
finished with a 3-8 record, which 
followed two successive 2-9 
marks. But he was given a one- 


year contract. And this year has 
been a bad one. 


Inflation and Title LX con- 


gressional requirements have 
created budgeting headaches in 
OSU's athletic department, and 
Andros says lack of state subsi- 
dization has made it difficult for 
OSU to hold its own among 
larger, better-financed schools in 
the Pacific-8 Conference. 


OSU's athletic director, Jim 


Barratt, resigned earlier this 
year, citing the athletic depart- 
ment's financial woes as the 
reason. 


In 1967, Andros' team 


knocked off top-ranked South- 
ern California and second-rank- 
ed Purdue and he has attributed 
the Beavers' declining fortunes 
since then to lack of adequate 
financing. 


Andros said recently, "We 


were there once — we were the 
most feared people in the coun- 
try 
The 
difference 
now 


compared with then is possibly 
we didn't put enough money into 
the program when things were 
going good and became a little 
bit complacent because we were 
on top." 


Andros, 51, played football at 


University of Oklahoma.

KANSAS CITY (AP) - Oklahoma and 


Nebraska were one step closer Sunday to their 
Nov. 22 showdown. 


The second-ranked Sooners and No. 3

BRISTOL, Tenn. (AP) - 


Richard Petty, down once by 
two laps early in the race, made 
up the deficit with skillful 
driving and troubles by his 
challengers and breezed to an 
easy victory Sunday in the Vol- 
unteer 500 Grand National 
stock car race. 


The veteran Dodge driver 


from Randlernan, N. C., won by 
more than a lap over Chevrolet- 
driving Lennie Pond of Pe- 
tersburg, Va., the only other 
man to challenge Petty in the 
late stages of the race at Bristol 
International Speedway. 


It was the second victory over

Smith Remembers, 
Eyes Rams'Game 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - 


When the Los Angeles Rams 
meet the Philadelphia Eagles on 
national television Monday 
night, a wide receiver with short 
strides but a long memory will 
try to beat the Rams' defense. 


The Eagles' Charley Smith, 


one-time star at Grambling, was 
a last cut by the Rams in 
September, 1973. Smith isn't 
carrying any revenge in his 
heart, but he would like to prove 
that they made a mistake. 


"I guess any time that you 


come from another team you 
want to do some good against 
that team," Smith said. "I think 
I'll have an extra incentive. It's a 
natural thing. I get the same 
butterflies every game. I'll be 
worried until the game starts, 
then I'll be at ease." 


The 185-pound Smith was 


overlooked in the 1973 National 
Football League college draft. 
The Rams later signed him as a 
free agent. 


Smith recalled that there were 


11 or 12 receivers in camp when 
he reported, including such stan- 
douts as Harold Jackson, Jack 
Snow, Joe Sweet and Dick Gor- 
don. Lance Rentzel had been 
suspended for a year. He held on 
to be among the final five before 
the Rams let him go. 


Actually, as Smith remem- 


bers, Los Angeles Coach Chuck 
Knox told the receiver he had 
made the team only three days 
before he was cut. The Rams 
asked him to remain in the area, 
and got him a job as a loader 
with an air freight company. 


Before the next season rolled 


around, Smith was contacted by 
the Eagles. The Rams hinted 
they wanted him back. 


"I 
figured that Jackson, 


Snow, Sweet, and Gordon were 
back, and Rentzel was coming 
off 
suspension," 
Smith 
ex- 


plained. "The Eagles had Don 
Zimmerman, Ben Hawkins and 
Harold Carmichael. It seemed 
easier to compete against three 
guys than five. So I signed with 
the Eagles." 


Eagles end coach Boyd Dow- 


ler said, "We knew when we 
signed him (Smith) that he was 
quick, had speed, put pressure 
on defensive backs on the long

pass. He challenged the de- 
fense." 


The Eagles brought Smith 


along slowly, using him as a 
member of the special team on 
kickoffs and spotting him as a 
backup wide receiver. This year 
he's broken into the lineup as a 
starting receiver. The 2Er-year- 
old Smith has caught 14 passes 
for 206 yards and three 
touchdowns. 


"There are things he does 


better than any receiver we 
have," says Dowler. "He ex- 
plodes off the line. He's the best 
one-on-one pass pattern runner 
we have. He gets a little more 
open. He's been able to make 
the big play. He's also a good 
runner once he gets the ball." 


The 6-foot-l Smith is one of 


the hopes Eagles' coach Mike 
McCormack has for beating the 
Rams, who are favored by a 
touchdown and lead the Nation- 
al Conference West by three 
games with a 5-1 record. The 
Eagles are 1-5. 


The Eagles have another for- 


mer Ram, quarterback Roman 
Gabriel, primed for Monday 
night's test. Gabriel is the third 
best passer in the conference, 
and but for a number of dropped 
passes might be even higher. 


Quarterback James Harris 


leads the Rams' offense. He's 
right behind Gabriel in the 
passing statistics. The Rams, 
however, are feared for their 
running game with Lawrence 
McCutcheon, Jim Bertelsen and 
Cullen Bryant.

NETV Officials Review New Fall Programs

The people behind what you see on 


educational television sat back, reflective, after 
screening two hours of excerpts from new fall 
programs. 


"We want to give people excellence," 


Nebraska ETV Network program manager Ron 
Hull told the commissioners. 


They agreed tljey wjw just that, particularly 


in "Anyone for Tampon?" The First Poetry 
Quartet performs lyricisms in an NETV-produced 
series the Public Broadcasting Service selected to 
air nationally. 


Program Praised 


"High quality," said Commission Chairman 


Philip Heckman of Crete. He and his colleagues 
were awed by "Ancient Mariner" performed on 
ship and dockside in Connecticut, with superb 
audio and visual effects. 


"Tennyson," produced by Gene Bunge and 


Ron Nlcodemus, is "impressive programming," 
Hull declared. 


But there the back-patting ended, 


No matter how good public television 


programs are, said NETV Network General 
Manager Jack McBride, the commission must 
push "better ways to promote" them. 


Heckman agreed, saving, "We have to do 


some audience-building." Hull completed the 
sentence: "To make it worth the investment." 


Heckman noted the number of families who 


view NETV in a given week vary, from a tow of 
Z% of Nebraskans. Commissioner Dorithy L. Ob- 
blnk complained that perhaps NETV programs 
are "too intellectual." 


Statistic High 


Hull pointed out ETV plays "no numbers 


games," to determine ratings, but a recent survey 
revealed 02% of families in the North Platte area 
watching NETV represent the highest mark in 
the nation. 


But that could be a result of strong editorial 


support of NETV by the North Platte newspaper, 
a departure from the usual competition among 
media, commissioners said. 


Nonetheless, because the statewide audience 


is small, NETV must direct more "efforts toward 
letting people know" what's being offered, Hull 
said. 


For example, a small audience could 


minimize no-holds-barred production in 
recreating Emily Dickinson's room in Amherst, 
Mass. Actress Claire Bloom performed the poet's 
.works. 


Hull noted that "Tennyson" may have wider 


impact than on television, however. The First 
Poetry Quartet members were selected from 
more than 300 who auditioned. "We hope to build 
them into something that is in demand" 
nationwide, such as on college campuses.

The investigation was begun when the 


Washington Star disclosed recently that 
Shelton has been lobbying on Capitol Hill 
for the Bahamas post and has won the sup- 
port of conservative Sen. Carl Curtis, R- 
Neb., and several other members of 
Congress. 


Officials close to the investigation dis- 


closed that Stans had met Shelton on a 
previous trip to Nicaragua when he was 
secretary of commerce. Although the dates 
of that trip and the one in 1972 were not 
revealed, informed sources said Stans 
returned to Managua after he resigned 
from the Cabinet to become finance chair- 
man of the Committee to Re-elect the 
President. 


The sources said Hunt, who was involved 


in the Watergate burglary, also visited 
Nicaragua before the 1972 election. 


Recently Learned About 


U.S. officials stationed in Nicaragua at 


the time of the second Stans visit and the 
Hunt visit said they learned only recently 
about the 1972 trips. 


It was in the same period that the 


Watergate investigation linked the Nixon 
re-election committee with money- 
laundering operations in Mexico to conceal 
the source of illegal campaign con- 
tributions to the committee. The trail of 
these operations led to banks in Miami, 
Fla., and the laundering of money by Ber- 
nard Barker, one of the Cuban-Americans 


who was working for Hunt in the 
Watergate burglary unit. 


Nicaragua is largely owned and run by 


Gen. Anastasio Somoza, a close friend and 
supporter of Shelton. Somoza controls air- 
lines, shipping companies, sugar and cotton 
plantations and other major financial in- 
terests, including a onetime partnership 
with Hughes. 


Shelton was a small contributor to 


Nixon's campaign but ingratiated himself 
with the former president in the early 
1960s. That was when Nixon, defeated for 
the presidency by John F. Kennedy, was 
traveling in Europe and Shelton was prin- 
cipal officer of the legation at Budapest, 
Hungary. 


Concerning the Shelton file, Brooks said: 


"There is a lot of black greasy smoke here 
and maybe there's some fire. We will 
decide whether to hold hearings on 
Shelton's performance after we have 
studied all the records and audits." 


According to Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., 


the Senate Foreign Relations1 Committee 
decided informally at a closed meeting last 
week that it would never approve Shelton 
for another ambassadorship. 


Programs' impact On Women Ana 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


the first time, the federal 
government is analyzing all its 
programs to determine their im- 
pact on women. The goal is to 
learn whether federal programs 
help, hurt or ignore the needs of 
women. 


Answers are due Nov. 21 hi an 


agency-by-agency survey 
requested by the presidentially 
appointed 
international 


women's year commission. The 
President's budget director has 
ordered a parallel scrutiny of 
federal programs by the Office 
of Management and Budget as 
part of the annual budget 
review. 


"I think what we'll get this 


time around is some very rough 
first-time feel for the subject. It 


will be more impressionistic 
than an actual hard analysis — 
and I would expect that on the 
first tune," Budget Director 
James Lynn said hi an interview. 


But he predicted it would 


yield "some information as to 
those programs where there may 
be a bias against the women. 
And, without prejudging the 
results, I think we'E also find 
there hasn't been any real 
thought given in developing 
programs as to whether they do 
have a built-in bias." 


The women's year commission 


asked every department and 
agency chief to assess the impact 
on women of a "representative 
sampling of existing programs 
... which represent the bulk of 


agency budgets and personnel 
resources. 


"These assessments should be 


based on a realistic analysis of 
women's present needs and how 
future programs can be tailored 
to meet these needs," the com- 
mission wrote agency heads. 


In his Oct. 22 memo to the 


budget office staff, Lynn said he 
wanted each analyst "to take a 
critical look at the involvement 
of women in all stages and levels 
of the programs which you 
examine and to call my attention 
to those areas where women are 
underrepresented as well as 
those programs which have 
negative impact on women." 


"It is important that OMB 


provide this kind of critical 
review not only in this inter-

Ship Brings 
Israel Cargo 
Using Suez 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) - For 


the first time in at least 15 years, 
a ship carrying cargo for Israel 
passed through the Suez Canal 
on Sunday. The voyage by a 
Greek freighter loaded with 
Romanian cement was made 
possible by the new Sinai accord 
negotiated by Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. 


A government communique 


said the 9,645-ton Olympus, 
leased to the Israeli state-owned 
Zim Lines, passed through the 
103-mile waterway from north to 
south and was expected to arrive 
Monday in Israel's Red Sea port 
of Eilat. 


A spokesman for the 


Transport Ministry said the ship 
would spend several days in 
Eilat, where it would load up 
with phosphate exports for 
Europe. 


Neither Israeli Transport 


Ministry sources nor the Suez 
Canal authority in Egypt said 
they had records of the last 
Israeli passage through the 
waterway linking the Mediterra- 
nean with the Red Sea, but they 
believed such shipments were 
common 
until 
Egypt 


nationalized the canal in 1956. 
Three years later Golda Meir, 
then Israeli foreign minister, 
protested to the United Nations 
that Egypt was confiscating 
cargoes bound for Israel. 


Security was tight for the 20- 


ship convoy that included the 
Olympus as it left the northern 
gateway city of Port Said, Egypt, 
at dawn and entered the Red'Sea 
at sunset. 


Egyptian authorities barred 


newsmen and photographers 
from the scene, "saying they 
feared a possible sabotage attack 
by Arab radicals or Palestinians. 


Fire Damages 
Onion-Domed 
Royal Pavilion 


BRIGHTON, England (AP) - 


The Royal Pavilion, an onion- 
domed seaside pleasure palace 
built by the prince regent who 
later became King George IV, 
was damaged by fire early Sun- 
day and a 22-year-old man was 
charged with arson, police said. 


The extravagant structure, 


begun by architect Thomas Nash 
in 1815, is a hodgepodge of In- 
dian, Chinese, Hindu and Tartar 
architecture that has been one of 
Britain's most popular tourist at- 
tractions since Queen Victoria 
sold it to this seaside resort town 
in 1850. 


George IV was Queen Vic- 


toria's uncle. 


Police said the fire started at 


about 1 a.m. after a firebomb 
was hurled through a window of 
the music room, regarded as one 
of the finest examples of 
Georgian decoration in Britain. 
The Pavilion is in a park a short 
walk from the beach and 
Brighton pier, a summertime 
mecca for tourists. 


John Dinkle, the Pavilion's 


deputy director and keeper, es- 
timated the damage at around 
S210;000. He said the east wall of 
the music room, a number of 
huge carved and gilded dragons 
and other carved and gilded or- 
namentation in the nchly 
decorated room had been 
burned.

Swoinson 
Convicted 
Of Perjury 


DETROIT (AP) - John B. 


Swainson, a Michigan Supreme 
Court justice and former gover- 
nor, was convicted Sunday of 
three counts of perjury before a 
federal grand jury, but was 
acquitted of a graver bribery 
conspiracy charge. 


Swainson, 50, was found guilty 


of lying to a federal grand jury 
concerning his role in an alleged 
plot to gain a new trial for a con- 
victed burglar, John J. Whalen. 
Swainson was acquitted on one 
count of conspiracy in connec- 
tion with a reported bribe offer 
made by Whalen, an unindicted 
coconspirator. 


Swainson, a Democrat, was 


governor from 1960 to 1962, 
when he was defeated by George 
Romney. He faces a sentence of 
up to five years in prison and a 
$2,000 fine on each' perjury 
count. 


A codefenflant, former bail 


bondsman Harvey Wish, 45,-Tvas 
found guilty of conspiracy by the 
jury of five. men and seven 
women, who returned their ver- 
dict after 24 hours of 
deliberations spread across three 
days. Wish was found innocent 
of a charge that he used the 
telephone in interstate calls con- 
cerning a felony. 


Lawyers for both said they 


would appeal. 


As the verdicts were read by 


the court clerk, Swainson 
glanced at the floor, his face tur- 
ning red. Afterwards, he 
appeared calm though grim- 
faced, as he walked out into the 
corridor to embrace and console 
members of his family, some of 
whom were crying. 


He lit a cigarette and forced a 


tight smile as associates shook 
his hand and offered their sym- 
pathy. 


A spokeswoman for the 


Supreme Court had no im- 
mediate comment on whether 
Swainson's immediate resigna- 
tion would be demanded. At the 
time of his indictment in July, 
Swainson voluntarily removed 
himself from the bench, but con- 
tinued to draw his $43,000-a-year 
salary. 


The verdict came after the 


jury sifted through nine days of 
trial testimony, including 27 FBI 
tape recordings. It came late in 
the third day* ef • the jury's 
deliberations. 


Prosecuting attorney Robert 


Ozer labelled the verdict a com- 
promise. "If the jurors thought 
Swainson really was innocent of 
conspiracy, they would have 
acquitted him on all counts," 
Ozer told reporters. 


The trial centered around ac- 


cusations made by Whalen, who 
has a long criminal record that 
includes charges of larceny, 
larceny from a building, 
counterfeiting and perjury. 


Whalen, a paid FBI informer, 


testified he had been ap- 
proached fay Wish about a new 
trial on his latest burglary con- 
viction. He said he was asked by 
Wish for |30,000 in return for a 
new trial, which _Wish said he 
could arrange with "The Man'' 
on the Supreme Court.
